For  an  evil,  and  a 
very  serious  one,  has  it  become,  particu¬ 
larly  in  the  Centre.  While  In  the  more 
thickly  settled  part  of  the  town  there 
arc  at  least  half  a  dozen  corners 
frequented  by  their  respective  "crowds" 
or  "  gangs,"  the  Centre  outranks  all 
the  rest  put  together. 

Soon  after  sunset  young  tuen  and  lioys

To  the  Editor  of  The  Indepknd 
Sim:  Admitting  that  our  "tax' 
have  some  defects,  the  main  pi 
embodied  therein  of  taxing  "actual  i 
ation  ”  is  quite  correct.  /It  will  be  ft 
upon  Inveetlgatton  that  the  'Asse 
la  largely  to  be  blamed,  and  the  X 
mlsalonere  of  Appeals  and  the  T 
Committee  are  either  authors  or  abet 
of  many  of  the  Incongruities. 

Nothing  proved  this  to  me  so  at 
lutely  as  the  following  conversation  % 
an  Assessor  of  a  neighboring  towns! 

"Are  you  a  candidate  for  ronoml 
tlon?" 

Assessor  - If  the  people  want  me. 
was  elected  last  year  because  of  my  vs 
able  knowledge  of.  real  estate.  In  ot! 
words,  they  thought  for  a  few  hundt 
dollars  to  get  my  experience  and  kno 
ledge  worth  thousands  of  dolla 
no  small  matter  to  assess  two  thousai 
houses,  thousands  of'  lots,  and  mut 
farm  property." 

"Yes,  but  wonT  the  proposed  tax  lav 
which  Is  likely  to  be  enacted  In  accoi 
dance  with  the  report  of  the  Special  Ta 
Commission,  give  you  Assessors  som( 
Inconvenience  by  compelling  you  t< 
assess  upon  actual  valuation?” 

Assessor-— "Ob,  that  whole  thing  is  a 
job  to  give  a  few  politicians  sn  office.” 

"I  don’t  know  how  that  is;  but  this  I 
do  know,  something  should  be  done  to 
compel  you  Assessors  to  do  your  duty  by 
taking  full  valuation  on  property.'
